3. NON-ALIGNED RES ON SALT. WE HAVE OBTAINED FROM SEVERAL 
NON-ALIGNED DELS TEXT OF RES ON SALT AS CURRENTLY UNDER 
CONSIDERATION IN GROUP OF TWELVE CCD NON-ALIGNED DELS. 

ACCORDING TO SIRRY (EGYPT) AND ECKERBERG (SWEDEN) RES WILL 
PROBABLY BE TABLED LATE NOV 10 OR EARLY NEXT WEEK AND 
THEY EXPECT IT WILL BE CO-SPONSORED BY ALL TWELVE DELS. 

SIRRY REPORTS THAT GUERREIRO (BRAZIL) HAS BEEN MODERATING
